The question before the house—the 
meeting house—at a preachers’ meeting 
in Chicago recently was amusements; 
whether or not it is sinful to dance and 
play progressive cuchre, 
for instance, 
j The Rqverend Mr. Bland considered it 
I very wicked to indulge in 
such amuse­ 
ments. 
Doctor Thomas, one of the great 
j thinkers of the church, did not agree 
| with Mr. Bland. 
Doctor Thomas sugges- 
| ted to the radical divine that “Men are. 
j clear or confused in action, broad or nar­ 
row, bigoted or generous in life, as they 
j are one or the other in their thinking. 
And whilst there is a general agreement 
as to right and wrong and truth and error 
in some things, there are wide differences 
as to others, 
And a strange and unfor­ 
tunate weakness and peculiarity with not 
a few minds has always been to make 
tlieir own narrow conceptions of truth 
and right the criteria by which to judge 
of all others. 
They do not discriminate 
between their own thought of what is 
true and the truth itself. 
And such minds 
move along upon the same narrow path 
and set up their own ideas of right and 
wrong, and would make them the stand­ 
ard for other lives.” 
The Doctor consid­ 
ers it absurd for ministers of the gospel 
to waste their energies in railing against 
dancing, playing at games that are inno­ 
cent amusements, for, he says “ All this 
is confusing to the conscience a#id makes 
uncertain the clear distinctions between 
the essentially right and wrong. 
The 
church has the civil right to do this; and, 
if it choose, to require its members to 
wear hooks and eyes on their clothes in­ 
stead of buttons, as do the Menonites; or 
to arraign them for wearing “ suspenders” 
as it once did. 
But i3 it wise? 
Does it 
look to building up a free life from great 
centres of intelligence and moral princi­ 
ple? 
W hat moral right has a church to 
hedge the way to its song, and worship, 
and communion by a specific legislation 
t h i t classifies, as sinful and forbids forms 
of amusement that thousands of good peo­ 
ple regard as innocent? 
The church pro­ 
vides the same form of bringing to trial 
and expulsion for these amusements as it 
does for “sinful words and tempers.” 
The teachings ot Ckust justify no such 
confusing morality as this. 
And the 
Methodist cL**:rch in this city does not and 
dares tint enforce sucii a rule. They may, 
peiliaps. turn out some girl or boy or 
poor person; but some of their wealthy 
members can and do play cards, and 
dance and go to the theatre and - the cir­ 
cus, and send tlieir children to dancing- 
schools with 
far less danger of being 
brought to tiial than there is of small­ 
pox. And they need not vaccinate either. 
And I think intelligent Methodists are not 
to blame for disregarding all such offen­ 
sive meddling in matters that should be 
left to their own consciences; and my a d ­ 
vice to Brother Bland and the other pas­ 
tors would be not to disturb their church­ 
es about such indifferent things when 
there are so m any crying evils in our 
great city that should be corrected.” The 
Rev. Bland, in about the same language 
that Mason Long used upon our streets 
when selling his 
novels, 
particularly 
anathematized dancing. 
The Reverend 
gentleman says: 
“ If there is a human 
being on the face of the earth that I hate 
with an inveterate hatred it is a | French 
dancing-master. 
There is not a barroom 
on the face of the earth that is doing as 
much harm as a dancing-master. 
I would 
not wipe my feet on the rotten rascal.” 
To these strong words the Reverend Doc­ 
tor Thomas replies with good humor and 
kindly words, characterist c of great men 
and lovers of justice, and good sense*: 
“ Now, ir all sincerity, what are we to 
think of such teaching? 
Do the thous­ 
ands of the best families who send their 
dear children to the daneing-sehool think 
that dancing is such a sin, or that the 
danciug-masters are such sinners, and the 
danciug-scliool worse than the vilest sa­ 
loons? 
Is it true that Chicago is being 
led away “ in the wild worship of pleas­ 
ure?” 
I had all along thought that this 
is a city of hard work, and that the d a n ­ 
ger of excess w'as in work and notin play. 
Why should we not take a rational view 
of this whole subject, and say that be­ 
tween the laws of labor and rest there is 
a border land of pleasure—of amusement 
—and that it is right to have these in the 
proper time and place? 
W h a t is there in 
dancing that is wrong? 
It is the poetry 
of motion; it is enjoyed on the same prin­ 
ciple that the m ind loves poetry and 
music. 
Like anything else it can be 
abused, and all moral teachers are o p ­ 
posed to late hours, and irresponsible 
balls, and bad company. 
But in the 
properly-conducted 
dance 
there is no 
harm. And why oppose games of billiards 
and cards? 
In themselves they are inno* 
ceut pleasures. 
Teach the young people 


j to avoid bad c o m p a n y ; teach them tnat 


j gambling is wrong; teach them that life 
j is for hard study and hard work, but that 
amusements arc beneficial for rest and 
diversion, and they will respect your 
judgment. 
But such wholesale denunci­ 
ation of what millions of good and intelli 
gent people consider not wrong can do 
no good.”

* There is one class of worker* in Washing­ 
ton who are present everywhere and yet 
whose calling, while som times suspected, 
is OAPAV known for an absolute certainty, 
fioeb people g o through the departments 
VOS*day to day, and gather information of 
Ttfnous kinds and sell it to whoever will 
purchase itt 
This class does not include the 
men Who earn a precarious living by col­ 
lecting outside information for the purpose 
of disposing of it to the newspaper corre­ 
spondents for a pe uniary consideration, 
but is a distinct set, whose interests are a n­ 
tagonistic to the correspondents 
Their in­ 
formation is for the private and not for the 
public ear. 
Nearly every day a man with 
a heavy gray beard, usually dressed with 
extreme nea tness even approaching to ele­ 
gance, come* down street and enters the 
treasury. 
He is universally known, but 
there is probably not one man in 10) in 
W* sl.ng ton who knows bis buiiium 
* 
GAINING INSIDE INFORMATION*. 
He is tuave, polite, and genial, 
but be 
permits no one outside of a certain sacred 
circle to gain bis confidence. 
Borne people 
look upon him with suspicion, but p rson- 
ally he is every inch a gentlemau. 
His 
business is the gathering of information in 
relation to customs decisions. 
He is main­ 
tained hero in good style, a fa ct which 
shows that his services are valuable to his 
employers, and it is said that he has become 
quite wealthy. 
At any rate he was a poor 
man when he came to Washington, and 
now there are none of the comforts and but 
few of the luxuries of life which he does 
not enjoy. 
His predece.-sor died, leaving 
quite a sum of money bohiud 
him, 
which 
by n o means represented the ex ten t of his 
income, as he was in the habit of living at 
the rate of $10,000 a year at the least calcu­ 
lation. 
The present incumbent is said to 
ba very successful in gaining inside infor­ 
mation sufficiently in advance to enable the 
dealer to prolit immensely.

There is a market for this kind of talent, 
and it evidently pays well, 
as there are 
more men engaged in it at the present time 
than ever before.
